METROPOLITAN NEWS. 





The bonded debts of the Corporation of London amount to 
£1,772,100, 

A beautiful memorial bust of the late Sir G, C. Lewis, which 
has been modelled by Mr. Weeks, and is a striking likeness of the deceased 
statesman, has been placed in Westminster Abbey by a few of Sir George's 
private friends. It has been erected in the western porch of the abbey. 


The extent of ground at or near Downing-street intended for 
public offices, including central quadrangle, is 196,976 square feet ; the extent 
ef ground appropriated for any public office, including proportion of quad- 
rangle, is 124,680 square feet; and the extent of ground remaining unappro- 
priated, including proportion of quadrangle, 72,296 square feet. 


On Monday morning the Foresters had a great demonstration 
with the benevolent object of providing additional funds for the maintenance 
of St. Mary’s Hospital, Paddington. The members walked in procession to 
Paddington-green, and thence proceeded to Lord's Cricket Ground, where 
arrangements had been made for sports and amusements of all kinds. 

The fifth half-yearly meeting of the United Kingdom Rail- 
way Officers and Servants’ Association was held yesterday week at the 
London Bridge House Hotel. The receipts had been £1403 for the six months, 
and, after payments for accidents and expenses, the balance in hand amounted 
te £417. The sum of £1400 had been paid for deaths of members and their 
wives since the Railway Provident Society, which is worked in connection 
with the association, was established. A special meeting was afterwards Leld, 
when some alterations were made in the rules. 


Last week the births of 1939 children—954 boys and 985 
girle—were registered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the 
ears 1854-63 the average number (corrected) was 1852,-—-The deaths in 
andon, which had ranged in August above 1400 weekly, declined to 1352 in 
the week that ended last Saturday. The average number of deaths in the 
thirty-sixth week of the ten years, 1854-64, is, with the exclusion of deaths 
from epidemic cholera in 1854, and with a correction for increase of popu- 
lation, 1212. Diarrhcea has now perceptibly decreased ; it rose to its maximum 
in the firet week of August, when the deaths from it were 286; in the last 
week of that month they were 180, and last week 132. The total number from 
ecarlatina was seventy-three. There were fifty-three fatal cases of measles, 
A charwoman died in Tyer-street, Lambeth, aged 101 years.

Latin aleaics, “ The Rocky Islet,” A, E. Hodgson, eleventh Grecian. There 
will also be two original poems in Latin and in English, not adjudged. 

A public meeting, convened by the Working Men’s Shakspeare 
Memorial Committee, was held on Wednesday night, at the Whittington 
Club, Strand, for the purpose of inaugurating a movement amongst the 
working classes for erecting a statue to Shakspeare on Primrose-hill by 
means of a general penny eubecription, It is proposed to expend £2590 
upon the statue and inclosure works connected with it. Mr. Richard 
Moore oceupied the chair. The chairman having briefly opened the busi- 
ness of the meeting, Mr. Bainbridge moved the following resolution :— 
“That this meeting cordially approves of the erection of a statue to 
Shakespeare by a general penny subscription amongst the working classes.” It 
had been objected to the movement that Shakspeare’s monument existed in 
the hearts of the people; but he, for one, should like to see some outward 
manifestation of that inward feeling said to exist; and therefore, as a work 
ing man, he supported the present movement. Mr. G. L. Banks seconded 
the resolution, which was supported by Mr. George Godwin, editor of the 
Builder, in some eminently practical remarks, and unanimously agreed to, 
Mr. Dunning moved—* That the general public be appealed to for small sub- 
scriptions in aid of the movement.” Mr. Howell seconded the resolution. He 
hoped the trades’ unions would take up the question. Mr. Henry Marston 
supported the resolution, paying a tribute to the genius of the departed bard 
as a photographer to the human heart. This resolution was also carried. 
The meeting was afterwards addressed by Messrs. G. Cruikshank, Wheeler, 
and others, 


The church of St. Mary Magdalene, Munster-square, was 
crowded on Sunday morning, it having been announced that “ Brother 
Ignatius” would preach the sermon, When the bell ceased about twenty 
surpliced-choristers entered and took their place in the chancel. They were 
followed by two priests wearing green stoles, but no University hoods. Then 
came Mr. Stuart habited in the cope or full Eucharistic vestments, being 
different in every respect from the ple surplice, stole, and hood which are 
ordinarily worn by a priest of the Church of England when engaged in the 
duties of his church, The cope was richly embroidered, the ornamentation 
at the back forming a splendid rich —— embroidered cross, extending 
from his shoulders nearly to his heels. Prior to the entrance of the procession 
two huge candles (between which was a large cross) at the altar were lighted. 
In the first place Mr. Stuart incensed the altar. A young boy surpliced and kneel- 
ing on the steps of the altar presented what is called a ** boat,” made apparently 
of «silver, containing the incense; then the thurible, or censer, in which the 
incense was burnt andin which it was fumed, This thurible, which was pro- 
vided with long chains, Mr. Stuart took from the “ thurifer,”’ or attendant, and 
ewung it in the air, the result of which operation was that in avery few 
moments the priests and others who were officiating at the altar became for a 
time enveloped in a dense white cloud. While these proceedings were going 
en the choristers chanted the “Te Deum” with much solemnity. When the 
goepel of the day was announced the church was again tIncensed, It would 
be difficult to say whether the gospel was read or intoned. During the recital 
of the Nicene Creed most of the congregation knelt down at the words “ and 
was incarnate by the Holy Ghost.”

In this dress he went into the 
pulpit and said :—* Brother Ignatius tells me that he has got a sore throat 
and cannot preach here to-day. 1am sorry for it, because some have come 
here, probably, for the purpose of hearing him. It is not my fault. Before I 
gave you notice last Sunday morning that he would preach here to-day I 
received a distinct assurance from him that nothing should hinder him from 
coming here. Perhaps Brother Ignatius thinks a promise is nothing, and that 
is my opinion about his sore throat. When I asked him to preach here last 
enmmer, and engaged to give him what might be collected for his mission, 
abont £150 being raised, he had no sore throat; but, as the offertory 
collection to-day was to be on behalf of the Church of St. Mary Magdalene, 
peor Brother Ignatius has got a sore throat. Now, as some have, 
no doubt, come to hear Brother Ignatins, I will wait a minute or 
two to allow those who like to leave the church to go. Those who like to 
remain I shall be, of course, glad to see to listen to a common place sermon.” 
About three minutes elapsed, and as no one seemed disposed to move, Mr.

LAW AND PoLice.—At the Court of Bankruptcy, on Tuesday, 
a firet meeting was held under the bankruptcy of Mr. Paul Bedford, the 
comedian. The debts, which had been undertaken on accommodation bills, 
for Mr. Bedford's son, were shown to be of small amount, and a proposal is 
shortly to be made which will secure the payment in full of all the creditors. 

‘The inquest on the two wretched women, Beckenham and Gubbins, found 
dead in a house at Mile-end, has resulted in a verdict, arrived at through the 
analysis made of parts of the bodies, to the effect that they died from the 
effects of cyanide of potassium, but how or by whom administered the evidence 
did not show. 

At Greenwich, yesterday week, a girl was found in the market-place in an 
almost exhausted state, and with along iron chain fastened around her neck 
by means of a padlock, She is about eleven years of age, and had evidently 
made her escape from some place of confinement. The only thing that could 
be ascertained from her is that her name is Sarah White, Her mind appears 
to be in such a state that she is unable to name the place she has escaped 
from. ‘The police are making inquiries about the matter, 

Last Saturday night a woman fell or was pushed under a moving train at 
the Portiand-road station of the Metropolitan Railway and was killed. The 
body has been identified. The deceased was the wife of Henry Gollop, living 
in Harrow-street, Lisson-grove. An inquest was held on Wednesday, but 
nothing definite was given in evidence, and the inquiry was adjourned. 

A shocking discovery has been made at Chelsea. About three weeks ago a 
man, named Moses, hired an unfurnished room, which he occupied with his 
three ieters. Little was seen of the women, and latterly the landlord noticed 
that a strong stench emanated from the room, Yesterday week this was all 
explained. Moss stated that one of his sisters had died on the previous 
Monday, and another on the following day, and that he had allowed the bodies 
to lie in the room, as he could not get asurgeon’s certificate. A post- 
mortem examination showed that in both cases death had been caused by 
starvation, 

George Augustus King, the man who accused himself of having been con- 
cerned with Miller in the murder of Mr. Briggs, was brought up again on 
Wednerday, at the Worship-street Police Court. No further evidence was 
adduced in support of the prisoner's statement. The landlord of the Mitford 
Arms, in contradiction of it, stated that King was at his house from eight 
o'clock on the evening of the murder to the time when the body was found, 
and that, therefore, he could not have been a party to the crime. The magis- 
trate, however, thought it wise to retain the prisoner until Miiller should 
arrive, and accordingly remanded him for three days,

On Thursday week the third annual exhibition of a society 
which has been formed at Slough, on the model of the Prince Consort’s Asso- 
ciation for the Encouragement of Industry and Economy amongst the poor of 
that neighbourhood, was held in the grounds of Mr, Turner's Royal Nursery, 
at Slough. A large and highly respectable company was present, and the 
various articles sent in for competition were inspected with much interest. 


Lord Stanley presided at the annual dinner of the Tipperary 
Farming Society, on Tuesday evening, and spoke at considerable length on 
the present position and future prospects of Ireland. He took, on the whole, 
a favourable view of the future, and said he could not believe that the exten- 
sive emigration which has excited so much attention of late would continue, 
In the course of his speech he expressed an opinion that the American war 
was approaching its termi.iation, 


The brig Governor Maclean, 216 tons, laden with ivory, 
cotton, and palm oil, bound from Africa to London, was wrecked a few days 
rince on the Shold Point, of the Owers Sandbank. The Selsey life-boat of the 
National Life-boat Institution instantly proceeded to the wrecked vessel, and 
rescued seven of the crew, the remainder, five in number, having been taken 
off by a Dover lugger. The life-boat’s crew were also instrumental in render- 
ing other important services on the occasion. 


Marble busts of her Majesty and the Prince and Princess of 
Wales, by Marshall Wood, the gift of Mr. John Crossley, have lately been pre- 
sented to the Corporation of Halifax and placed upon pedestals, designed by 
Mr. Edward Barry, A.R.A., in the Townhall, A corresponding bust of the 
late Prince Consort, by the same sculptor, has also been presented to the Cor- 
poration by Mr. William Holdsworth, the present Mayor of Halifax, and placed 
with the other busts, 


Captain Miller, of the Liverpool ship William Chandler, has 
been presented (through the Local Marine Board at Liverpool) with a fine 
telescope, the gift of the British Government, as a reward for his gallantry 
and kindness displayed in the rescue of the captain and crew of the ship 
America, of Belfast, when that vessel was in a sinking and disabled state off 
the Cape of Good Hope, Captain Miller, in order to carry out his intentions, 
was compelled to put his own crew on short allowance as far as St. Helena. 


The formal transfer of Aston Hall and Park to the Town 
Council of Birmingham took place on Monday afternoon. The park keys 
were handed to the Mayor ; also possession of the hall and forty-three acres of 
land, and a chain by way of conferring possession of the chattels and effects. 
The park will be formally opened and declared a free park by the Mayor in 
the course of the month, on which occasion his Worship will entertain the 
Town Council and principal inhabitants at a banquet. 


At the monthly meeting on Monday of the Executive 
Committee of the Central Relief Fund at. Manchester, figures were submitted, 
thowing that, at present, the committee were relieving 23,361 persons, The 
reduction in the numbers relieved during last month has been 2934; since 
the end of January in this year, 102,755 ; and since the height of the distress 
in January, 1863, 375,249. In seventeen of the twenty-eight unions in the 
cotton districts the local committees have been enabled to suspend operations ; 
in the remaining eleven, twenty-four committces are still distributing relief. 
The greatest portion of the distress exists now in the Ashton, Glossop, Preston 
and Wigan unions, The committee have still a balance in hand of £124,400 
The following grants were made from the general fund :—Ashton, £1100; 
Dukinfield, £500; Mossley, £400; Stalybridge, £800; Tintwistle £200; 
Heywood, £300; Glossop ahd Hadfield, £500; Preston, £500; Rochdale, 
£300 ; Norden, £30 (final) ; Wigan, £700; Oldham, £250; Hurst, £100, 

ACCIDENTS AND OFFENCES.—As Mr. Surtees, M.P., was 
driving his wife and child in a pony-carriage at Herne Bay, yesterday week, 
the animal shied and upset the carriage, when the child was killed and 
Mrs. Surtees had her ekul! fractured, 

While Mr. Arthur J. Wigram was deerstalking at Sconser, Syke, he knelt 
to take aim at a stag, and in doing so placed his kneee on an ‘adder, which 
stung him. He suffered seriously from the effects, but is recovering. 

The Reformatory for Women at Edge-hill, Liverpool, was burnt down last 
week. The fire began in the laundry, where a stove was kept all night in a 
heated state, The inmates were all saved. 

A fire broke out yesterday week in the village of Billingham, near Lincoln, 
All efforts to stay the progress of the flames were for a time unavailing, and 
before the fire was got under several cottages, the Primitive Methodist ( napel, 
and a quantity of farm produce, were destroyed. 

A man was crushed to death at Liverpool by a heated cylinder, which had 
been cast, falling upon him. He was not missed at the time, but was dis- 
covered the next day. Death must have been instantaneous, as he was 
crushed flat and charred. 

Yesterday week a boiler exploded at the printworks of Mesers. J. and A. 

Coubrongh, at Blanefield, near Milngavie, a few miles from Glasgow. The 
boiler gave way in the inside flue, and the force of the explosion blew off the 
furnace door, which was projected with great force against the dyehouse im- 
mediately opposite. The wall of this building facing the boiler was blown 
down, as was aleo that at the oppcsite end, distant about 70 ft., while a con- 
siderable portion of the roof was carried away. When the walls gave way 
the interior of the dyehouse was exposed to a deluge of scalding water and 
steam. Within the dychouse, three boys and an old woman were bruised 
and ecalded to such an extent that they died shortly afterwards; while three 
men received injuries which have since proved fatal.

The first-named prit mur- 
dered his wife at Sheffield ; the other murdered a young man nanted Cooper, 
at Laughton, for the sake of a watch, valued at 7s. 6d. When apprehended 
he accused a man called Denton as the principal, and this story he maintained 
to the last. 


THE BRITISH ASSOCIATION AT BATH. 


THE INAUGURAL ADDRESS, 

THE thirty-fourth annual meeting of the British Association for the 
Advancement of Science was opened, at Bath, on Wednesday. The arrival 
of visitors in Bath has been very large, and the number of tickets issued 
gives favourable promise that the meeting will be a most successful one. 
At one o'clock the general committee met in the Guildhall, and received 
the report of the council ; after which the officers of the different sections 
were appointed. The inaugural meeting of the Association was held in the 
theatre at eight o'clock in the evening. The building was crowded, and 
among those present were some of the most distinguished scientific men in 
Europe. Sir William Armstrong, in a brief speech, having resigned the office 
of president, the opening address was delivered by the new President, 
Sir Charles Lyell, who referred at considerable length to the peculiarities of 
the waters for which Bath has long been renowned, and to the physical phe- 
nomena on which the study of hot springs has thrown light. Passing on to 
a subject, in the discussion of which he has taken a prominent part, the 
learned President said :— 

“The more we study and comprehend the geographical changes of the 
glacial period, and the migrations of animals and plants to which it gave 
rise, the higher our conceptions are raised of the duration of that subdivision 
of time, which, though vast when measured by the succession of events com- 
prised in it, was brief, if estimated by the ordinary rules of geological clas- 
sification. The glacial period was, in fact, a mere episode in one of the great 
epochs of the earth’s history; for the inhabitants of the lands and seas, 
before and after the grand development of snow and ice, were nearly the 
same. As yet we have no satisfactory proof that man existed in Europe or 
elsewhere during the period of extreme cold; but our investigations on this 
head are still in their infancy. In an early portion of the post-glacial period 
it has been ascertained that man flourished in Europe; and in tracing the 


signs of his existence, from the historical ages to those immediately 
antecedent, and so backward into more ancient times, we gradually 


approach a dissimilar geographical state of things, when the climate was 
colder, and when the configuration of the surface departed considerably from 
that which now prevails. Archzologists are satisfied that in central Europe 
the age of bronze weapons preceded the Roman invasion of Switzerland ; and 
prior to the Swiss-lake dwellings of the bronze age were those in which stone 
weapons alone were fsed. The Danish kitchen-middens seem to have been of 
about the same date ; but what M. Lartet has called the reindeer period of the 
south of France was probably anterior, and connected with a s»mewhat colder 
climate. Of still higher antiquity was that age of ruder implements of stone 
such as were buried in the fluviatile drift of Amiens and Abbeville, and which 
were mingled in the same gravel with the bones of extinct quadrupe Is, such as 
the elephant, rhinoceros, bear, tiger, and hyena, Between the present era and 
that of those earliest vestiges yet discovered of our race, valleys have been 
deepened and widened, the course of subterranean rivers which once flowed 
through caverns has been changed, and many species of wild quadrupeds have 
disappeared, The bed of the sea, moreover, has in the same ages been lifted 
up, in many places hundreds of feet, above its former level, and the outlines 
of many a coast entirely altered. MM. De Verneuil and Louis Lartet have 
recently found, near Madrid, fossil teeth of the African elephant, in old valley 
drift, containing flint implements of the same antique type as those of Amiens 
and Abbeville, Proof of the same elephant having inhabited Sicily in the 
post-pliocene and probably within the human period had previously been 
brought to light by Baron Anca during his exploration of the bone caves of 
Palermo. We have now, therefore, evidence of man having co-existed in 
Europe with three species of elephant, two of them extinct (namely, the 
mammoth and the Zlephas Antiquus), and a third the same as that which still 
survives in Africa, As to the first of these—the mammoth—I am aware that 
some writers contend that it could not have died out many tens of thousands 
of years before our time, because its flesh has been found preserved in ice in 
Siberia in so fresh a state as to serve as food for dogs, bears, and wolves; but 
this argument seems to me fallacious. Middendorf, in 1843, after digging 
through some thickness of frozen soil in Siberia, came down upon an icy 
mass, in which the carcass of a mammoth was imbedded, so perfect that, 
among other parts, the pupil of its eye was taken out, and is now preserved in 
the museum of Moscow. No one will deny that this elephant had lain for 
several thousand ycars in its icy envelope, and if it had been left undis- 
turbed, and the cold had gone on increasing for myriads of centuries, 
we might reasonably expect that the frozen flesh might continue undecayed 
until a second glacial period had passed away. 

“When speculations on the long series of events which occurred in the glacial 
and post-glacial periods are indulged in, the imagination is apt to take alarm 
at the immensity of the time required to interpret the monuments of theae 
ages, all referable to the era of existing species. In order to abridge the 
number of centuries which would otherwise be indispensable, a disposition is 
shown by many to magnify the rate of change in pre-historic times, by invest- 
ing the causes which have modified the animate and inanimate world with 
extraordinary and excessive energy. It is related of a great Irish 
orator of our day that, when he was about to contribute somewhat 
parsimoniously towards a public charity, he was persuade] by a 
friend to make a more liberal donation. In doing so he apologised 
for his first apparent want of generosity by saying that his early 
life had been a constant struggle with scanty means,and that ‘they who are 
born to affluence cannot easily imagine how long a time it takes to get the 
chill of poverty out of one’s bones.’ In like manner, we of the living gene- 
ration, when called upon to make grants of thousands of centuries in order to 
explain the events of what is called the modern period, shrink naturally at 
first from making what seems so lavish an expenditure of past time, ‘Through- 
out our early education we have been aceustomed to such strict economy in 
all that relates to the chronology of the earth and its inhabitants in remote 
ages, so fettered have we been by old traditional beliefs, that even when our 
reason is convinced, and we are persuaded that we ought to make more liberal 
grants of time to the geologist, we feel how hard it is to get the chill of 
poverty out of our bones. 

“* I will now briefly allude, in conclusion, to two points on which a gradual 
change of opinion has been taking place among geologists of late years. First, 





as to whether there has been a continuous succession of events in the organic 


and inorganic worlds, uninterrupted by violent and general catastrophes ; 
and, secondly, whether clear evidence can be obtained of a period antecedent 
to the creation of organic beings on the earth. I am old enough to remember 
when geologists dogmatised on both these questions in a manner very 
different from that in which they would now venture to indulge. I 
believe that by far the greater number now incline to opposite views from 
those which were once most commonly entertained. On the first point 
it is worthy of remark that, although a belief in sudden and general con- 
vulsions has been losing ground, as also the doctrine of abrupt transitions 
from one set of species of animals and plants to another of a very 
different type, yet the whole series of the records which have been handed 
down to us are now more than ever regarded as fragmentary. They ought. 
to be looked upon as more perfect, because numerous gaps have been filled up, 
and in the formations newly intercalated in the series we have found many 
missing links and various intermediate gradations between the nearest allied 
forms previously known in the animal and vegetable worlds. Yet the whole 
body of monuments which we are endeavouring to decipher appears more 
defective than before. For my own part, I agree with Mr. Darwin in con- 
sidering them as a mere fraction of those which have once existed, while no 
approach to a perfect series was ever formed originally, it having never been 
part of the plan of Nature to leave a complete record of all her works and 
operations for the enlightenment of rational beings who might study them in 
after ages, 

“In reference to the other great question, or the earliest date of vital pheno- 
mena on this planet, the late discoveries in Canada have at least demonstrated 
that certain theories founded in Europe on mere negative evidence were alto- 
gether delusive. In the course of a geological survey, carried on under the able 
direction of Sir William E. Logan, it has been shown that northward of the 
river St. Lawrence there is a vast series of stratified and crystalline rocks of 
gneiss, mica-schist, quartzite, and limestone, about 40,000 ft. in thickness, 
which have been called Laurentian. They are more ancient than the oldest 
fossiliferous strata of Europe, or those to which the term primordial had been 
rashly assigned. In the first place, the newest part of this great crystalline 
series is unconformable to the ancient fossiliferous or so-called primordial 


rocks which overlie it; so that it must have undergone distarb- 
ing movements before the latter or primordial set were formed. 
Then again, the older half of the Laurentian series is uncom- 


formable to the newer portion of the same. It is in this lowest and 
most ancient system of crystalline strata that a limestone about 1000 ft. thick 
has been observed, containing organic remains, These fossils have been 
examined by Dr. Dawson,of Montreal, and he has detected in them, by aid of 
the microscope, the distinct structure of a large species of Rhizopod. Fine 
specimens of this fossil, called Eozoon Canadense, have been brought to Bath 
by Sir William Logan, to be exhibited to the members of the Association. 
We have every reason to suppose that the rocks in which these animal remains 
are included are of as old a date as any of the formations named azoic in 
Europe, if not older, so that they preceded in date rocks once supposed to 
have been formed before any organic beings had been created.” 

Sir Charles Lyell, who was greatly cheered throughout his address, con- 
cluded by expressing his thanks for the honour which the Association had 
conferred upon him in electing him to the presidential chair

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THE tercentenary year is not to expire without our witnessing 
another attempt to “do something in honour of Shakspeare.” 
The London affair having come to a ludicrously-disgraceful 
end and the Stratford celebration (which, malgré a whole 
chapter of accidents, was successful as a féte) having involved 
the promoters in a debt to liquidate which the hat is being 
sent round, the working classes, as they are affectedly called, 
have a scheme presented to them whereby a memorial is pro- 
posed to be erected by a penny subscription. That is to 
say, those who can afford a penny only may honour Shakspeare 
to that amount ; but no coin will be refused, and, indeed, in- 
creased liberality is invited by the intimation that, whereas 
a penny subscriber is to have only a sort of Shakspeare postage- 
stamp as a receipt for his donation, “ memorial cards” and 
other treasures are to be bestowed upon the donors of silver. 
Money-boxes are to be placed in various parts of the metro- 
polis for the convenience of those who desire to do Shakspeare 
honour by stealth ; and there is to be a house-to-house collection, 
which latter feature of the scheme many persons will be inclined 
to regard as a nuisance, 

What is the fatality that attaches to every attempt to gild 
the refined gold of Avon—to hoist a twopenny flag on the 
starry-pointing pyramid which the opinion of a world has long 
since raised to the greatest of poets? Here is a new effort, on 
which the word “Sham” is at once graven by its own promoters. 
They propose to call their erection a “ Working Men’s Memorial,” 
and the very first thing they do is to announce that they 
cannot rely upon the contributions of working men, but intend 
not only to invite, but to demand, the aid of the richer 
orders. Therefore the monument, even if it be raised, will 
not be a working men’s memorial. Nor are “ working men,” in 
the sense of the foolish word—foolish, because professional 
persons and the middle class generally work at least twice as 
hard as the mechanic—the promoters of the movement. The 
chairman at the meeting last reported was a political lecturer, 
one of the speakers was a tragedian of eminence, another was 
a literary man, and a third was a distinguished artist. The 
matter which was the chief subject for congratulation was the 
fact that Mr. Gladstone had become a subscriber, and the next 
was a letter from one of our actresses of the highest class, who 
also inclosed her donation. What have the London mechanics 
to do with ascheme that is thus presented ? 

To the scheme itself'there can be no objection whatever, 
beyond the fact that nothing has occurred during two centuries 
to show that Milton was wrong in declaring that Shakspeare 
needed no monument. We have in London three statues of 
the poet—in fact, four, if we count the one over the portico 
of Drury-lane Theatre; and there is no reason why a fifth 
should not be set up on Primrose-hill. Bat let the effort 
be made in a frank and truthful manner. We have no 
idea of accusing the promoters of any desire for self- 
glorification. There was a great deal of this kind of 
thing attaching to the original London scheme, and the 
public detected it at once and laughed at the plan. Bat 
we believe that those who are now engaged in trying to get up 
the working men's memorial are honest in their intention ; 
that they have a great reverence for Shakspeare ; and that 
they think a memorial of the tercentenary ought to be set up.

Why sail under false colours? If they have deceived them- 
selves into the notion that Shakspeare worship is 60 
prevalent among the working classes that they will gladly 
unite in raising his statue, why not try the experiment 
fairly. We dare say they will obtain a great many 
pennies from the class which earns high wages, and 
is never niggardly when it has money to spend, A 
penny is but half the price of the glass of ale which members 
of that class are ever ready to bestow on one another on the 
slightest provocation and for the smallest service. Two 
strangers accidentally meet on London Bridge and look at the 
boats. One remarks to the other that there is a deal of traffic 
going on, The other responds to the profound observation, 
“ Ay, that there is,” Then they go and refresh themselves 
together; the little drama is reported in almost every case 
where witnesses come before a police court, The other night 
a station clerk, with a courtesy so remarkable that it ought to be 
noted, told a man who was buying a ticket to make haste, as there 
were no later trains. The traveller expresssd his regret that he 
must hurry, or he would have rewarded the strange civility of 
the clerk with liquid. We repeat that nobody can be more 
open-handed than the mechanic when he has money. We do 
not believe that he takes any violent interest in Shakspeare ; 
but he will give his penny if he is asked for it. Why do not 
the promoters of the Working Men’s Fund trust in the class in 
whose name they propose to set up a statue? If it is to be 
raised in the way now suggested, it will be Mr, Gladstone's, and 
Miss Faucit’s, and Mr. Cruikshank’s statue, partly paid for by 
the pennies of mechanics ; and it will not be a true thing, or 
the true exponent of a sentiment. 

But, as we have said, we believe in the honest intentions and 
loyalty of the promoters of the memorial ; and, as it is the most 
hopeful of all the schemes for doing honour to the poet, because 
it is not tainted with self-seeking, we should like it to succeed, 
Call it 
the London Memorial, if you will, or the Primrose-hill Memorial, 
or by some title that shall not involve untruth. If it be desired 
to make the class subscription distinct from the rest—an unwise

course, and, moreover, one which will give no true results—sepa- 
rate the penny list from that of the silver and gold. But donot 
call the thing a working men’s affair, and then solicit Chancellors 
of the Exchequer to help to pay for it. This is the only ob- 
jection we have to make to the new scheme. Of one thing we 
are certain — namely, that there will be no ridiculous and 
shameful revelation in connection with the funds, like that 
which the Stratford gives out. After being 
dinned to death with the statements that the “ profession” (the 
actors) had come forward in the most enthusiastic manner te 
honour the great head of their craft, and after being disgusted

THE COURT. 


The Queen, with the junior members of the Royal family, continues 
at Balmoral Castle, in the enjoyment of good health. 

On Tuesday week her Majesty, accompanied by Princess Helena 
and the Duke and Duchess of Saxe-Coburg and Gotha, drove to Loch 
Bulig, and thence to Inchrory, returning by Tomahush and Gaira 
Shiel. Mr. Morier arrived at the castle, and had the honour of dining 
with the Queen. 

On Wednesday week her Majesty, yo by Princess Louisa 
and the Duchess of Saxe-Coburg and Gotha, drove to the Lynn of 
Quoich, Later in the day the Queen drove by Invercauld and Mar 
Lodge. Princess Helena, attended by the Hon. Harriet Phipps, drove 
to Birkhall. 

On Thursday week the Queen, accompanied by Princess Helena 
and the Duke and Duchess of Saxe-Coburg and Gotha, drove to 
Allanquoich. Ponies having been previously sent thither from 

Jalmoral, her Majesty and their Royal Highnesses mounted and 
rode up Glenquoich nearly to the pine forest of the Beachan, which 
is proximate to the foot of Ben-a-Bourd, where the Royal party par- 
took of luncheon, and afterwards enjoyed a walk through the wild 
and picturesque district around, returning vid old Mar Lodge to the 
Lynn of Dee, when a brief stay was made in order to view the unique 
beauty of the scenery surrounding the Falla. The journey was con- 
tinued thence vid Braemar. Horses were changed at the Invercauld 
Arms Hotel, where a large number of persons had assembled, who 
warmly greeted the Queen, her Majesty graciously responding to the 
salutations. After a few minutes the route was resumed, and Bal- 
noral was reached at half-past six o'clock. 

Yesterday week the Queen, accompanied by Princess Beatrice and 
the Duchess of Saxe-Coburg and Gotha, walked in the castle grounds. 
Later in the day her Majesty drove in the vicinity of Balmoral. 

On Saturday last the Queen, accompanied by Princess Helena, drove 
to Alt na Guithasack and went to the Dhu Loch, Sir Charles Wood 
left the castle, 

On Sunday the Queen, Princess Helena, and the Duchess of Saxe- 
Coburg and Gotha attended Divine service in the parish church of 
Crathie. The Rev. Stephen Renfrew officiated. 

On Monday the Queen, accompanied by Princess Louisa, walked 
and drove in the castle grounds, Later in the day her Majesty, 
accompanied by Princess Helena and Princess Beatrice, drove in the 
neighbourhood of Balmoral, The Duke of Saxe-Coburg and Gotha 
went deerstalking in the forest of Invercauld. 

Earl Russell arrived at the castle as Secretary of State in 
attendance upon the Queen, 

THE PRINCE AND PRINCESS OF WALES, 

The Prince and Princess of Wales have enjoyed perfect retiremnt 
since their arrival at Fredensborg Castle. The Princess and the infant 
Prince Albert Victor bore the fatigue of the voyage to Denmark with 
but little inconvenience. The weather, according to the latest 
accounts, has been unfavourable, a continuous rain falling. 

The birthday of the Queen of Denmark was celebrated privately at 
Fredensborg on Wednesday week. At noon the —— personages 
resident in the castle and the members of the Corps Diplomatique had 
the honour of being received and of tendering their congratulations. 
In the evening there was a dinner party, at which about forty guests 
were present. The circle included the members of the Danish 
Royal family at present at the castle in honour of the Prince and 
Princess, Sir Augustus and Lady Paget, Mr. Gosling, and Mr. Scott 
of the British Embassy, the suite of the Prince and Princess, and the 
Commander and Captains of the British Royal squadron. After 
dinner the Prince proposed the health of the Queen of Denmark, and 
immediately afterwards the King of Denmark proposed the health of 
Queen Victoria. The company then separated, the remainder of the 
evening being passed in private. 

On Saturday last the Prince and Princess, accompanied by the 
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members of the Danish Royal family, drove in open carriages to 
Elsinore and visited the Castle of Kronborg. After inspecting the 
castle and the fortifications their Royal Highnesses proceeded on board 
the Osborne, which conveyed them to Humblebek, where the Danish 
fieet was anchored at a point of the Sound wider than at Elsinore. 
The Prince and Princess were received with the usual salutes, and, 
after steaming round the squadron, their Royal Highnesses received 
the principal officers of the fleet on board the Osborne, The Royal 
party returned to Fredensborg at eight o’clock. The Prince and 
Princess were warmly greeted by the inhabitants of Elsinore, and the 
streets were decorated with flags. 

On Sunday, at the request of the Princess, Divine service was per- 
formed at Fredensborg Castle by the clergyman who prepared her 
 y Highness for the rite of confirmation. 

Jn Wednesday the Prince and Princess left Fredensborg for 
Bernstorf, whither they arrived at six o'clock. A triumphal arch was 
erected, and national airs were played. An address was read by the 
clergyman of the parish. The King of Denmark returned thanks on 
behalf of the Prince and Princess. A large concourse of people were 
assembled, who heartily cheered their Royal Highnesses. 

The Prince and Princess are expected to visit Stockholm at the end 
of the month, at the invitation of the King of Sweden. 

PRINCE ALFRED, 

Her Majesty’s ship Racoon, with Prince Alfred on board, arrived 
in the Firth of Forth from Norway early on Tuesday, and anchored 
in Burntisland Roads, The Prince went ashore at seven o’clock, and 
proceeded by the first train for the north en route for Balmoral. It 
is stated that his Royal Highness will proceed to Bonn in the autumn, 
and study a year at the University in which the Prince Consort passed 
a portion of his youth, 

PRINCE HUMBERT. 

Prince Humbert, Crown Prince of Italy, accompanied by Prince 
Napoleon and Princess Clotilde (Prince Humbert’s sister), arrived at 
Southampton from Paris on Sunday in the Prince Jerome, Prince 
Napoleon's yacht. His Royal Highness was received upon his arrival 
by the Italian Minister and several members of the Legation. ‘The 
Prince passed the night in his yacht, and proceeded to London, vid 
the London and South-Western Railway to the Waterloo terminus, 
whence the Prince drove to the residence of the Italian Legation in 
Grosvenor-street. At two o'clock Viscount Palmerston paid a visit 
to his Royal Highness at the Legation. The Portuguese Minister, 
the French Chargé-d’Affaires, and other members of the Corps 
Diplomatique, with the Consul-General of Italy, also visited the 
Prince. Subsequently his Royal Highness visited the Zoological 
Society's Gardenz, Regent’s Park, and afterwards drove through the 
parks.

Their Graces, in support of their appeal, give extracts 
from letters from the Bishops of Calcutta, Labuan, Capetown, Grahamstown, 
Orange River Settlement, Honolulu, Columbia, and Ontario, as well as from 
the Dean of Maritzburg (diocese of Natal), pleading earnestly for assistance, 
The Archbishops say :—‘‘ We earnestly and affectionately entreat you to make 
a new and great effort for a large increase of our present missionary funds, 
Speaking in the name of the vice-presidents of the Society for the Propagation 
of the Gospel, we plead specially for that peculiar instrument of service. But 
we do not limit our sympathies to it. We are convinced that in no other way 
can the work be done than by every parish, as a part of its separate parochial 
existence, raising its own contributions for the work; and we therefore 
beseech our brethren of the clergy to preach one sermon annually and make a 
collection for Church of England missions ; and we pray our brethren of the 
laity to help them, not only by their contributions to this annual collection, 
but by becoming regular subscribers, if they are not such at present, or, if 
they are, by increasing on a new scale of Christian liberality their aid to the 
funds of the societies they support, and by forming themselves into asso- 
ciations for the more complete effecting of this great work of God.”

been discovered in Livonia, on the banks of the River Spukuppe, about 
half a mile from Lake Babitt, 


An assembly of more than a thousand of the principal inha- 


bitants of Bremen has been held to propose the admission of that free town 
into the Zollverein. 


For the future no ship belonging to either the Federal or the 
Confederate States of America will be permitted to enter a British port for the 
purpose of being dismantled or sold. 


The owner of the Georgia has received a communication 
from the Foreign Office intimating that the case of the seizure of that vessel 
must go before the American prize-court, and that the owner must be pre- 
pared to defend his interests in that court. 


The betrothal of the youngest daughter of the King of Saxony, 
Princess Sophie, with her cousin-german, Charles Duke of Bavaria, has been 
recently announced. The marriage, it is stated, will take place at Dresden, 
towards the end of the year. 


The King of Cambodia has just decided on sending to France 
for their education a number of young men belonging to the first families of 
the country. Among them is a nephew of his own, who shows a strong 
feeling for the navy, and is to follow the studies at the French Naval School. 


The steam-frigate Magenta, of the Italian navy, is shortly to 
start on a voyage of circumnavigation of the globe. Professors Brioschi, 
Sombardini, Sicchi, and Schiapparelli have been directed by the Royal 
Instituto Lombardo to draw up a list of scientific questions to be delivered to 
the captain of the corvette for his guidance. 


A highly-finished antique statue, in gilt bronze, of somewhat 
colossal proportions, has turned up from a depth of five yards below the soil in 
the courtyard of the Palazzo Biecione, Turin, belonging to Prince Pio, This 
residence covered the theatre, built by Pompey, which contained 30,000 seats 
and a magnificent porch. Banker Righetti had lately purchased it, and in 
the progress of certain alterations the statue has been found. 


A special train of seventeen bullion-trucks arrived at 
Folkestone, from London, by the South-Eastern Railway, on Thursday week, 
bearing 1316 cases, containing 2632 bars of silver, the weight amounting to 
61 tons 10 cwt., and the value being £33,191. It was shipped on 
board the Prince Ernest steam-boat, Captain Mortleman, specially employed 
to convey the bullion to Boulogne, from which port it is to be transported 
across France to Marseilles, for the Indian mail. The charge for freight from 
London to Boulogne is nearly £500. 


An expedition has been organised by the colonial Govern- 
ment and colonists of Vancouver Island, for the purpose of exploring the 
northern and central parts of the island. These parts have never been sur- 
veyed, and are practically unknown. In addition to fixing the topography of 
the island, they are to look out for open ground for settlements, and for 
indications of gold, copper, and coal. The party is under the lealership of 
Dr. Robert Brown, of Edinburgh, who has made himself favourably known in 
the colony as a man of practical science. The expedition was to start from 
Victoria in a gun-boat to the mouth of the Cowitchan river,from which place 
explorations will be commenced. 


At the last meeting of the Entomological Society the letters 
on bees and beekeeping which have recently appeared in the Times were 
bronght before the notice of the members by Mr. Tegetmeier. These letters 
were stated to be characterised by the most ridiculous mistakes, and to be 
destitute of either scientific or practical value. Several of the most erroneous 
ttatements they contained were read to the meeting, and were received with 
shouts of derisive langhter. The object with which these letters were brought 
under the notice of the society was, that it might not be imagined by foreign 
entomologists and apiarians that they represent the state of practical or 
scien tific knowledge on this subject at present existing in this country. 


The Russian fleet has just been strengthened by the addition 
of a magnificent iron-clad frigate, called the Sevastopol, which was launched 
in the Cronstadt docks on the 24th ult. The Sevastopol is stated to be one of 
the largest and most formidable armed vessels yet constructed in Europe. 
She nearly equals the Black Prince and Warrior in her dimensions, and far 
exceeds those of the Gloire and Normandie. At her line of flotation 
measures 300ft. in length, and her greatest breadth is 52ft. 3in. When 
ready for sea, she will draw 26 ft. at the poop and 24ft. at the chains. Her 
plates are 44 in. thick, fastened to a double coating of teak from 6 in. to 9 in. 
thick. Her engines will have a nominal force of 890-horse power, and she 
will be armed with steel guns of the greatest calibre. 

Tuesday's Gazette contains the following notice :—“ The 
Port of Dublin Corporation has given notice that the fixed light now exhibited 
from the lantern of the light tower on Roche Point, the east point of entrance 
of Cork Harbour, will, on and after the evening of the Ist of December, 1864, 
be changed to a revolving red light, showing its greatest brilliancy once in 
every minute. Also, that on and after the evening of the 1st of October, 1864,

a fixed white light will be shown from the base of the same light tower on 


Roche Point, to mark the position of Daunt’s Rock, The light will be visible 
between the bearings of N.E. by BE. and N.E. 4 N., or between Robert's Head 
and a distance of half a mile to the eastward of Daunt’s Rock. Mariners are 
therefore cautioned, when approaching Cork Harbour at night, to keep east- 
ward of the limits of the fixed white light until they have passed the rock. 
Also, that the fog bell lately erected at Roche Point wil! in fature be sounded 
eight times in a minute during thick or foggy weather.” 





ECHOES OF THE WEEK, 


Nor to baffle entirely the desires of those who, like Mr. Croaker 
in Goldsmith's capital comedy, depend mainly upon what news 
they get for their excitement of the day, as other matters wane 
in interest, the exciting chase and capture of a murderer has c»me 
into prominence. It is true that we have had other horrors supplied 
us by the papers; and the weather-prophets—one of whom, by-the- 
way, is a notable disciple of the renowned “ Zadkiel "—have, greatly 
to their own astonishment, found themselves in a corner of the 7imes, 
figuring a oa an | away before an admiring but incredulous 
audience. We have only to become just a shade more dull, and, for 
lack of news, we shall indeed resort to Mr, Croaker’s pleasant way of 
amusing himself :—* What if I bring you my last letter to 
the Gazetteer on the increase and progress of earthquakes? 
It will amuse us, I promise you. I there prove how the 
late earthquake is coming round to pay us a visit, from 
London to Lisbon, from Lisbon to the Canary Isles, from 
the Canary Islands to Palmyra, from Palmyra to Constantinople, 
and from Constantinople back to London again. Mercy on us!" 
There is nothing new under the sun, here. Croaker, you see, 
ninety-six years ago, hit upon the circular theory of earthquakes ; and 
here are we frightening ourselves with the saddest forebodings of per- 
petual rains and hard weather, more especially when we have noe 

arliamentary orator whose speech we may critic.se or whose solecisms 
we may laugh at. 

Talking about oratory, what a display was that in New York the 
other day on the extradition case of Herr Franz Miller! How 
admirably logical was Mr. Chauncey Shaffer, who, we are told, 
once drew and discharged a pistol at the presiding Judge, just to 
bring him to a speedy and pleasant decision on the side of the irate 
counsel! What a great deal of “ buncombe” the American populac> 
will bear! Because, forsooth, an American counsel chooses to assert 
that England and the United States are in a “ mixed and unsolemn 
state of war” a man, in whose possession the hat and watch of a 
murdered man were found, and to whom his watch-chain was traced, 
and whose own coat sleeve was wet with blood, is not to be given up 
to stand a fair trial! Even the Commissioner hesitated, and “ wished” 
he could only deny the prisoner and set the policemen at defiance, and 
alas! felt “constrained” to give the man up! 

The visit of the Prince and Princess of Wales to Denmark, surely a 
very natural and proper visit, has, of course, excited the atten- 
tion of those political gentlemen who sce a meaning in every- 
thing. “Our own correspondents” have been dispatched after 
the young couple, and the result is, that w » a very interest- 
ing account of an excellent and industrious nation now enjoying 
the blessings of peace after a humiliating defeat and a most 
unprovoked attack. One of the best French papers, adverting to the 
humiliation of Denmark, says that “ our times ought to be framed in 
black in history. Poland butchered and Denmark crushed, without a 
single people having drawn the sword in favour of the balance of 
power and liberty in Europe.” But in the midst of this mourning the 
King of Denmark, having wedded his eldest daughter to one of the 
great Powers of Europe, from which alliance he got little help, is 
now offered the next best alliance in Europe, in uniting her sister, 
Princess Dagmar, to the heir to the throne of Russia. At the 
same time we learn that the young King of Greece is betrothed 
to Princess Alexandrowna, Thus England and Russia _ will 
become united, and Denmark serve as a bond between them. The 
French see in the match a determination to prevent the Sean- 
dinavian fusion which was talked of at Stockholm, and which waa 
popular enough at Copenhagen; and other Continental politicians find 
nothing better than a determination on the part of Russia to “ prevent 
the guardian of the Baltic Sea from throwing herself into the arm: of 
France or England.” Let us hope that our Foreign Secretary has not 
his finger in the pie; he has made such a muddle of the former matter, 
and has so degraded England by his forcibly-feeble policy, that it will 
be wise for us to abstain from fishing in troubled waters. 

There was, some time ago, a pretty little paragraph in the American 
papers, which our own journals extracted as a specimen of ghastly in- 
genuity. It wassimply a calculation of how many miles of dead bodies, 
piled to the height of twenty-five feet, and being thirty-five feet thick, 
could be made out of those slain in the “ great rebellion,” as they call 
their civil war, appropriating, by-the-way, a name which Lord Claron1on 
two hundred years ago had made our own. The next step in this arith- 
metical exercise was to assert that “seventy-five thousand tons of 
human blood had been spilled on Dixie's soil,” a fact of which another 
American paper disposes of by saying, supposing, then,a million of men 
to have “ spilled” more or less of that fluid, they would have averaged 
the loss of about nineteen gallons a piece! Considering the fate of 
the “ Arithmetical Copperhead” who made the fallacious calculation 
above, we, with fear and trembling, call the attention of those 
who are about to emigrate to the State of taxes in the North, as 
they will be and are, “On the National Debt of Great Britain,” 
says the New York World, “the yearly interest payable 1s 
1 for 262 dollars of property; but for America, whose property 
is very much less, it is 1 for every 101 dollars, or more than two and 
one half times larger than the debt of Great Britain ; and when they 
come to reckon the difference of the currency, with gold at 250, our 
debt, says the calculator, will be relatively six times larger than the 
debt of Great Britain! Now, this is a pretty state of matters to have 
arrived at in three short years. Surely one may quote Hamlet here, 
and say that, if this makes the foolish stare, it cannot but make the 
judicious grieve. Great indebtedness on the part of America, with 
only one moiety to pay the taxes, for the property of the South is 
included in the above calculation, means the almost total exclusion 
of English goods and commerce for many years to come ; and the 
worst of it is that the expenses are still running on, and, so far as we 
can see, there is little, if anything, done to stop them. 

The great question of drinking the health of the Pope before that 
of the Queen has been of late debated very freely in our papers; and 
Lord Arundel, who defends the practice, tells us that the “sphere of 
the Pope” is as much superior to the “sphere of the Queen” as the 
mandates of conscience are to those of the State. In fact, “ we have 
no king but Cesar” seems to be the cry of the Ultramontanists; and 
every letter that any one of them writes only exhibits more strongly to 
us the fact, urged by so many Protestants, that there is with our Roman 
Catholic brethren a divided allegiance, an imperium in imperio. A 
sensible English Roman Catholic puts these Ultramontanists on the 
horns of a dilemma when he asserts that, if they drink the Pope's health 
“spiritually,” it is mere nonsense, and something worse; if as a 
temporal prince it is treasonable ; and that the Pope, good man, does 
not care bout it. Nor the Queen either! Why not omit the two 
Potentates altogether, and let them “pair off” where there is a 
question of precedent? We like these little epistles obscwrorum 
virorum ; they do throw such a light upon the ideas of our Ultra- 
montane brethren. In the mean time certain brigands have frightened 
to death English ladies outside the very gates of Rome and Florence, 
and in Preston Gaol we have such a terrible superfluity of Roman 
Catholic prisoners that, as an instrument of reformation thereat, they 
have been obliged to buy a crucifix and many-coloured vestments. 
No doubt, these extraordinary means will answer the end in view ! 


A new play of Mrs. Frances Anne Kemble will be produced on Mon- 
day at the Haymarket Theatre, which will be nothing less than a version 
of Dumas’s piece, “ Mdlle. de Belle Isle.” The great Alexandre, having 
obtained permission to keep his play “‘ The Mohicans of Paris” on the 
stage, is resting awhile from his labours: the serio-comic account 
which he gave to the Emperor in his recent letter to him is worth 
reading. 

The Times’ Bee Master, Dr. Cumming, will, we hear, be sub- 
jected to a heavy critical examination upon the appearance of his 
new book, by a gentleman of considerable scientific acquirements. “ By 
Jingo,” cried Dennis the critic to his friends in the pit, as he was sitting at 
a play, “they won’t act my tragedy, but they have stolen my thunder!” 
The misused gentleman had invented a theatrical thunder, just as 
Mr. Boucicault has a patent flame for his fire in the “Streets of 
London,” and he recognised itstone. It is sad for a man of science, 
whose patient investigation is but half concluded, to find some nimble 
gentleman jump in before him and bolt away with his ideas,

Should these 
alliances be realised, a political situation simflar to that which existsin Upper 
Senegal would soon follow, and posts and establishments would be founded by 
which the Niger would be placed in communication with Senegal. The 
letters from which the above particulars are extracted represent the situation 
of Senegal as most satisfactory. Tranquillity had been perfectly restored in 
the Cayor ; the works of the establishment at N’guiguis were terminated, 
and Madiodo, the chief appointed by the French, was condacting the Govern- 
ment undistarbed by his late adversary, Lat Diov, who had been abandoned 
by all his partisans.—Galignani.

YACHT-RACE BETWEEN THE THOUGHT AND THE 
TORPID IN THE SOLENT. 
A SPIRITED contest between two small cutter-yachts took place in 
the Solent on Tuesday and Wednesday, last week. Mr. Josiah Jones 
and Mr. Thomas Seddon, members of the Royal Mersey Club, deter- 
mined to wind up their year’s sailing with a match between their 
cutters Thought and Torpid, three days’ racing, the vessel winning 
two days out of three to be the winner; each yacht to be sailed with 
fore and aft sails only, to be fitted complete, with boats, &c., and 
to carry in her hold seventeen tons of lead ballast ; the winner 
of the match to take both yachts, with £200 stakes. The 
Thought, the property of r. Jones, is fifteen years old, 
timber built and — twenty-eight tons Thames measure- 
ment, and has been celebrated for her racing qualities. The Torpid 
is a new vessel, built of iron and steel, by Messrs. Summers and 
Day, of Southampton, The Medina steamer, from Southampton, was 
hired to accompany the yachts over each day’s course, and the starting- 
post was to be at the two cutter-yachts, Banshee and Astarte (the 
former belonging to Mr. Jones and the latter to Mr. Seddon), moored 
off the end of Ryde Pier, the two competing craft starting from 
between these two vessels, and finishing their course at the same 
. The first day’s racing was to be twice round the Royal 
Victoria Yacht Club course, the second round the Isle of Wight, and 
the third again twice round the Victoria course. If one vessel wom 
the first and second day’s race, of course her owner became the owner 
of both vessels and of the money staked. 

On the first day the yachts started at twenty minutes past ten, with 
a fresh W.S.W. wind, which soon became a strong breeze, giving to 
the Torpid, with her larger spread of canvas, a great advantage ; 
while the plucky little Thought, being much too light in ballast, was 
almost overpowered by the force of the wind and sea as she plunged 
her head in the seas, loading hér decks with water and flinging the 
spray over her masthead. The Torpid, with only a reef in her main- 
sail when it was blowing half a gale, continued to keep her spars all 
safe, and at 2.56 p.m. luffed round the west buoy of the middle, and 
eased off her sheets for the goal, where she arrived at 3h. 17 min. 30sec., 
the Thought following round the buoy at 3h. 15min. 30sec., and 
finishing at the goal 20 min. 30 sec. behind the Torpid. 

On the second day the wind was from the same quarter, but less 
violent. The course was to have been round the Isle of Wight, but 
owing to the boisterous state of the weather this was altered to a 
second course—round the Victoria Club course. few minutes 
before eleven o'clock the yachts got off very smartly, the Thought a 
trifle to windward, but the Torpid leading, each with a reef down in 
their mainsails. The Thought’s sails were beautifully set, and the 
little vessel looked fit to race for a man’s life. The Torpid’s greater 
area of canvas, however, and the position of the wind enabling the 
vessels to lay their course without a tack, were all in the Torpid’s 
favour, and she soon gave evidence of fore-reaching her antagonist, but 
the distance was too short to give any great difference. In getting round 
the Nab the Torpid was 50sec. ahead. This interval was diminished 
to only 37 sec., when the Aid steam-tug, from Southampton, with a 
party on board, was placed on the Thought’s weather bow, and threw 
the Thought back considerably in the race, nearly doubling her 
distance astern of the Torpid. Under the Ryde Sand both vessels 
made several tacks in shore, In opening Cowes Roads the 
wind headed them, and gave the Torpid an advantage from her 
weather position, the buoy being tacked round only 55 secs. 
apart. Topsails and balloon-foresails were now again set for 
the run eastward to the Nab, the Thought this time sending up 
her square-headed topsail. Running past Ryde the Thought had 
decreased her distance astern to 33sec. In running over the sand 
inside the buoy the Thought boomed out her foresail, but made a mess 
of it, and had to bring it back tothe stay. She was drawing fast on 
the Torpid, and the latter on closing the Noman boomed out her fore- 
sail. In passing the Noman the Thought was only 22sec. behind, 
having gained 11sec, from Ryde Roads, and in completing her run 
to the Nab she gained still further, for she tacked round only 10 sec. 
astern, and shot round clear on the Torpid’s weather. This is the 
moment shown in our Illustration, from a sketch by Mr. J. A. 
Skelton, of Portswood, Southampton. In tacking round the light- 
ship, however, she unfortunately carried away her jibtack, and 
the jib had to be got in and the damage repaired. She was 
winning the race at the time hand-over-hand, was standing up 
like a church under her canvas compared with her opponent, 
and looked a winner all over. In standing up close-hauled for 
the Noman the Thought’s topmast was sent up, and her jib-headed 
topsail set ; but the accidental carrying away of her jibtack had re- 
duced the chance of her winning the race toa minimum point, The 
Torpid had as much as she could manage without a topsail, but the 
Thought carried hers gloriously. At 4h. 38min. 20sec. both vessels 
tacked under the east end of Stoke’s Bay, and stood in for Ryde 
Roads, the Thought to windward, but necessarily astern, and her 
topsail shaking fearfully, and now doing more harm than good. Ryde 
Roads was fetched, and the goal reached, the Torpid winning by 
45 sec. only.
